Where shall we 
look for the secret? Of the time, the 
place and the circumstances I will 
not stop to tell; from the time he 
started as a lawyer in the town of 
Springfield till he reached the Presi- 
dency of the United States, the most 
supreme gift of the American people. 
The thunder of Sumpter had awaken- 
ed the nation and thousands were 
hurrying .from the mountains of the

He knew it was "hot ordered that his 
.country should cease to exist and its

in safety the ship -of state through 
that terrible and disastrous storm? 
A million of men had sprung into the 
battlefield to meet the proudest aris- 
tocratic men; they believed in then- 
ancestry, they claimed with an em- 
phasis the high superiority of the 
royal blood and looked upon prebeians 
the laborers and mechanics of the 
north, who would never meet them 
in the gauge of battle.

It is well that posterity should 
be made to remember that he faced 
four years of sunshine and disaster, 
of brilliant victory and

defeat, that he never took one step 
backward. 
It is true it was a costly 


sacrifice of life, blood and gold and 
we are here today, where the grass 
grows green over the graves of our 
glorious dead. Let us pay the noblest 
tribute that nature owes to the kin- 
dred of its immortal dead. There is 
one passage I desire to repeat, it is 
the closing lines on the ending page, 
where he seems to call our attention 
to the graves of our honored dead 
and defines the duty which we owe 
them 
in 
guarding 
the holy trust 


placed in our care. 
"Here on this 


sacred spot, with the dearest and 
grandest association that ever stirred 
an American heart, we pledge our 
lives, our honor and our death, if 
necessary, and tell to our entire 
world that the government of the 
people, for the people and by the 
people shall not perish 
from 
the 


earth," and so we may safely trust 
his reputation to the care of the peo- 
ple he loved. No cloud in the future 
can ever cast its shadow on his name. 
The assassin's bullet that laid him 
low was the security that shall give 
to the world a knowledge of what 
sort of man Abraham Lincoln was, 
and this was the closing of his mes- 
sage: "Here we stand, on this lovely 
July day, where the thunders of bat- 
tle and the lightning stroke made us 
tremble for the nation's fate. 
The 


storm is past and peace is the sweet 
guarantee that the nation shall live 
with God's blessing for centuries to 
come." 
"in a multitude of counsel is the 


beginning of wisdom." 
This is a 


trite and useful spying; it has done 
good service in its day but now it is 
worn out and musty. 
At least it

- Post Commander and Comrades: -7- 
Andrew Jackson is a great man to 
consider, a character of so tremend- 
ous a personality that even to this 
day his name cannot be mentioned 
without causing controversy. 


A great man like Andrew Jackson 


has a right to be honored by posterity 
— while he had faults, his many vir- 
tues far overshadowed them all Like 
all men of power and great magnet- 
ism, he was loved and hated, but no 
other character has come down to us 
in American history that shines so 
brightly and will endure for all time. 
Admit all his faults as true, where is 
the man in history whose character 
remained as pure as Andrew Jack- 
son's 
and 
continues to shine so 


brightly today? 


The secret of his power, the en- 


durance of his life's history, was that 
his warm, passionate heart entered 
into the life of his people as no other 
man prior or since 
John C Calhoun, 


his bitterest enemy, said of his, "No 
definition or limitation can ever ham- 
per Jackson." Washington, Jackson, 
Lincoln* and 
Roosevelt — who 
can 


measure them, who can do justice to 
them? 
They are the four great men 


of our national history that were al- 
ways in the initiative; they never 
compromised. 


Ninety-two years ago today marked 


a new epoch in our history. It was a 
turning point in our career as a na- 
tion, it was the final triumph of the 
New World over the Old. 


The English were literally dashed 


to pieces against Jackson's entrench- 
ments, which they could neither de- 
stroy by bombardment nor carry by 
assault. 
When the smoke of battle 


cleared away, Jackson and his troops 
looked 
down 
upon 
the 
prostrate 


bodies of Pakenham's army and from 
that day on the renown of another 
great general was written in letters 
of fire and blood on the rolls of the 
New World's history 


The pride of the English army 


was at New Orleans that morning. 
They had just succeeded in destroy- 
ing our capitol at the City of Wash- 
ington and came so near capturing 
Baltimore. 
England's superb and 


picturesque navy, with fluttering and 
flying banners, with Admiral Sir 
Alexander Cochrane's pennant at the 
masthead of the Tonnant, was there 
also. 
Franklin had wisely said that the 


war for independence had yet to be 
fought. 
The mighty dawn of the 


ninteenth century had begun. 
Al- 


ready our country produced great 
men. Washington, Jefferson, Hamil- 
ton, statesmen and scholars, whose 
brains had formed our early struc- 
ture of government, but at this par- 
ticular time we needed a fighter and 
so Nature brought this unlettered 
hero, this Titan, between WashinK- 
ton's and Lincoln's time, who was 
destined to strike the greatest Limv 
for the real Inler ndence of hi* 
country ever granted by Fate lo 
mortal man. 
On jat day, Jackson 


inscribed a new and immortal chap- 
ter on the stars and stripes of the 
American Flag, that has ever stood 
as a beacon light of danger to every 
foreign government, who dared to

Harrisburg, 
February 
19.—The 


important act of the past week of 
legislation was tne passage by the 
House of the Dunsmore 2-cent Rail- 
road Fare bill on second reading. 
Not one member raised his voice in 
opposition to the purpose of the bill. 
In fact nearly every one took occa- 
sion to declare in favor of that kind 
of legislation. 


The Homsher Trolley Freight bill 


did not fare so well. There was much 
difference of opinion about conditions 
to govern the freight carrying. When 
a. lew flaws had been found in the 
bjjl it was returned to the Electric 
Ifcailway Committee for amendment. 
The two main points of dispute are 
whether the trolleys shall be com- 
pelled to transport freight or exercise 
the right by option and whether the 
business shall be subject to regula- 
tion by borough authorities. 
The 


Homsher bill does not make the car- 
rying of freight compulsory and pro- 
vide* for its regulation by cities but 
not by boroughs. 


The House Appropriation Commit- 


tee has reported favorably the bill 
appropriating $2,500,000 for the care 
and treatment of the indigent insane 
for the two fiscal years beginning 
June 1, 1907. This is an increase of 
$400,000 
over 
the 
appropriation 


made by the last Legislature. 


Appropriations have been made for 


buildings, such as have been urgently 
requested by the trustees and super- 
intendents of the state asylums at 
Harrisburg, 
Norristown, 
Danville, 


Warren and Wernersvilie. For these 
institutions there was appropriated 
$1,590,000. 
This amount will pro- 


vide comfortable accommodations for 
1,950 additional inmates. 


By a vote virtually

The Anti-Cigarette bill passed sec- 


ond reading. 
If it becomes a law 


cigarettes will pass out of existence 
in Pennsylvania after June 1st. 


Representative Lutz of Delaware 


introduced a bill appropriating $40,- 
000 to the State Live Stock Sanitary 
Board for a site and buildings for a 
laboratory for research work into the 
diseases of domestic animals 


Mr. Rex of Montgomery introduc- 


ed a somewhat similar bill. It appro- 
priates $35,000 to the board to con- 
duct a research into the diseases of 
domestic animals, especially tubercu- 
losis and other diseases of cattle. An 
additional $5,000 is appropriated for 
new apparatus. 


Representative Ambler of Mont- 


gomery introduced a bill to prevent 
betrayal of trust imposed bj a mas- 
ter upon an employe 
It provides 


that any peison who corruptly gives 
or promises to give any gift to any 
employe of any employer to wrong- 
fully betray the contents of any pri- 
vate records relative to the affairs or 
business of the employer shall be 
guilty ot a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine of from $200 to $400 and 
imprisonment for a year. 


Any employe who is guilty of such 


form of submitting to bribery shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor punish- 
able by from $100 to $200 fine, and 
six months' imprisonment, either or 
both.

THE COMMISSIONERS' REPORT 


• The report of the County Commis- 
sioners for the year 190G, which ap- 
pears elsewhere in this issue, is a 
credit to the board. 


The published report for 1905 


shows that there was in the hands of 
the Treasurer on January 1, 1906, 
$10,616.31. In January they had to 
meet a temporary loan of ?10,000, 
which had been made by the former 
board, and also to pay to the Alms 
House $466, which left them with 
but $200 to meet the current ex- 
penses until taxes would come in. 
This necessitated their making a 
loa,n. 
Instead of borrowing money 


on temporary loan and paying four 
per cent, for same, with an additional 
'$Yz per cent, to the County Treasur- 
er, they issued bonds at three per 
tent., thus saving a considerable 
amount of interest. 


The report shows that they cleared 


up the temporary loan of $10,000, 
paid off three bonds and closed the 
year with $16,559.25 in the hands 
of the Treasurer, and reduced the 
"liabilities in excess of assets" from 
$27,375.72 to $32,544.13—a reduc- 
tion of almost $5,000

Dear Sir:—Long "before the admis- 


sion of Minnesota as a state, the won- 
derful productiveness of the land was 
known to the people of the eastern 
states; but until that event had taken 
place there were few encouragements 
to settlers to locate on these lands.

as a state, into the union, its western 
boundary was the Mississippi, but on 
its admission, May 21, 1848, the 
western boundary was limited to the 
St. Croix river, this, apparently leav- 
ing a large scope of country lying 
between the St. Croix and the Missis- 
sissippi rivers outside or any govern- 
ment, territory or state. This was a 
very unprecedented position for a 
people to be placed in but they were 
equal to the emergency. They claim- 
ed that they constituted the terri- 
tory 
of 
Wisconsin; 
called 
a 


convention and 
elected Henry A 


Sibley a delegate to Congress. 
He 


was allowed to take his seat. 
Then 


the territory of Wisconsin asked to 
be admitted as a state and in 1858 
the territory was admitted as the 
state of Minnesota. This uncertainty 
interfered, to some degree, with the 
arrival of the settlers. 


Then it will be remembered that in 


1805 
the Sioux Indians ceded a very 


large tract of land on the Mississippi 
and Minnesota rivers (as a military 
reservation), which included nearly 
all, and perhaps all, the lands with- 
in the present cities of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis and, consequently, no 
settlements could be legally made on 
these lands. 
But many settlements 


were made in violation OL the law and 
the settlers were forcibly removed by 
the United States government. 
It 


was not until April and May, 1855, 
that the settlers thereon were, by Act 
of Congress, enabled "to prove up" 
and obtain titles to their lands. 


All the lands on the west side of 


the Mississippi river were owned by 
the Sioux Indians except that part of 
the cession made uy them in 1805 
and it was not until July 23, 1851, 
when, under a treaty with the Sioux 
Indians, they ceded to the United 
States au the land on the west side 
of the Mississippi river and in the 
valley of the Minnesota river, some 
23,000,000 acres. 
As soon as these 


lands ^ould be surveyed, they were 
thrown open to settlers. Before this 
time nearly all the lands on the east 
side of the Mississippi river, outside 
of the Port Snelling reservation, were 
occupied by settlers. In 1849 Col. I. 
H. Stevens, with a party of ten per- 
sons, located lands at St. Anthony. 


After the above mentioned obsta- 


cles, in the way of immigration, had 
been removed the rapid influx of set- 
tlers, from 1855 up to the present 
time, has been phenomenal. 


The Early Settlers 


As soon as the word was heralded 


abroad that the Fort Snelling Reser- 
vation had been thrown open to set- 
tlement and that the Sioux Indians 
had ceded all the land west of the 
Mississippi river to the United States 
government, the hardy sons of Maine, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Massa- 


chusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, and from the Middle West 
and South crowded by thousands into 
the new state of Minnesota. 
They 


were generally young men, in the 
prime of life, with vigorous constitu- 
tions, with brain and brawn, indus- 
trious and enterprising, and safe- 
guarded with virtue, honesty and re- 
ligion. 
To these men, primarily, is 


due the credit for the unparalleled 
development of the natural resources 
of the state, and the multifarious ma- 
chinery set in motion by harnessing 
the mighty power of the Falls of St. 
Anthony.

and the cities of St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, with equal propriety, might 
be called the "Cities of the Lakes" 
or the "Ladies of the Lakes " They 
are encircled by a fairy chain of 
lakes, some of which rest placidly 
on their bosoms.

The Hoaie Gardener. 


For indoor cultivation palms aad 


t'si-ns are, without any question, the 
'uost decorative plants,'and although 
they are generally considered 
the- 


uiost difficult to care for, this is not 
the caB3. 
The secret lies,- as with 


everything, in knowing how. . • 


A popular error, which, however, 


causes the untimely death of many 
of these plants, is the Idea that they 
must be kept away from direct light. 
Neither palms nor ferns require a 
great deal of sunlight, it is true, al- 
though the former demand more than 
the latter; but the beauty of both 
.vill be very short-lived if they are 
icept persistently in gloom. 


When intended for table decora- 


tion, therefore, they should be placed 
on the table only when actually need- 
ed, at other times being kept near a 
window. 


They should not be exposed to sud- 


den draughts of cold air, but, on the 


ther hand, they will not thrive in a 


close, ill-ventilated room. 


Ferns require plenty of water and 
i rich soil. It is a good plan to cover 
the top soil with moss, as this pre- 
vents too rapid evaporation of mois- 
ture. 


The plants^thrive best when water- 


ed by absorption through the roots 
This is done by putting fresh water 
every day into the saucer in which 
the pot stands. A daily shower with 
a fine sprinkler or an atomizer is also 
a necessity. 


A few bits of charcoal placed in the 


bottom of the pot will insure proper 
drainage and prevent the soil from 
becoming stale. 


Palms, unlike ferns, should not be 


kept always damp. 
In fact, they 


need not be watered every day, unless 
the top soil appears dry. They thrive 
jest in a sandy soil, through which 
moisture will percolate readily. 


Sprinkling the leaves is apt to 


cause brown patches, but they are 


reatly freshened aad invigorated by 


sponging with milk about once a 
week. 


Inquiry is often made for a basket 


vine that "will thrive in a dense shade, 
and the Kenilworth Ivy just meets 
hat want. 
Simply keep it well wa- 


tered. It would seem that there need 
>e no lack of drooping vines for 
shady windows or porches, when 
three cents will buy seeds enough for 
a number of baskets or bracket pots.

MANY PENSIONERS IN STATE 


New L/aw Brings $2,OOO,OOO More to 


Peiinsylvanians. 


The recent action of President 


Roosevelt in making the McCumber 
Pension bill a law will bring to the 
nearly 100,000 veterans and widows 
whose names are on the pension list 
of this state a yearly increase of ap- 
proximately 
$2,000,000. 
This esti- 


mate of the increase to Pennsylvania 
pensions has been made by General 
St. Clair Mulholland, pension agent 
for Pennsylvania. 


Under the provisions of the new 


law the pension of each veteran of 
the Civil and Mexican wars who has 
reached the age of 62 years is ad- 
vanced to $12 a month; that of the 
70-year-old veterans goes up to $15 
and those 75 years or over will -get 
$20 per month. It has been estimat- 
ed that there are in Pennsylvania 
nearly 10,000 veterans who will be 
entitled to $15 and more than 5,000 
who will draw $20 a month under the 
new law. The present list is made up 
as follows: 
5,347 draw $6 a month, 


9,134 receive $8, 6,051 get $10 a 
month and 12,422 are paid $12. 


Pennsylvania at present has 98,829 
veterans and widows, which number 
is just about one-tenth of the total 
number of persons who receive pen- 
sions from the United States govern- 
ment. The estimate of General Mul- 
holland places the increase in the an- 
nual expenditure for pensions at $20,- 
000,000, and that Pennsylvanians 
will accordingly get about 10 per 
cent, of this 
increase. 
The total 


amount paid to pensioners in this 
state under the old law was $13,225,- 
941.38.

Tfegro Problem too Complex tp Solve 
-- The American Magazine is report- 
ing the negro problem with no effort 
to solve it. The new series erf articles 
which Ray Stannard Baker is writing 
carries an interesting and thoroughly 
descriptive title—"The Riddle of the 
INegro." Mr. Baker himself says: 


"Before even thinking of a solu- 


tion of a problem so complex as this 
of the negro we require a clear state- 
ment of the case. It is certain that 
the masses in the North today, pos- 
sess no accurate knowledge-of condi- 
tions in the South, decidedly no sym- 
pathy for the whites in solving the 
difficulties which confront them, and 
no real understanding of the negro. 
On the other hand, the South itself 
is at sea, not only as to remedies, but 
as to the facts at issue. So good an 
authority as the secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce at Atlanta 
said when recommending the appoint- 
ment of a commission by the state of 
Georgia to investigate the negro ques- 
tion: 


" 'The Southern people are in the 


habit of resenting suggestions or in- 
terference from outside sources con- 
cerning the race problem. * * * 
Tet they have done and are doing lit- 
tle toward a solution. 
There is an 


immense'amount of discussion, but it 
has no solid basis of accurate and 
•comprehensive information * * * 
Although we all live in the presence 
of this problem and have lived in this 
situation for years, hardly any two of 
-as would agree on a statement of the 
facts. I have been present at a num- 
ber of gatherings where gentlemen 
of education were discussing the race 
problem, and in no single instance 
have they agreed on the facts, to say 
nothing of a solution.' "

The annotated editions for their use 
promise to extend into an infinite 
series. 
"Evangeline" has become a 


factor in business; it figures in count- 
less advertisements. Astute manag- 
ers of steamers and railway lines find 
their account in a poem that draws 
the tourist traffic. 
Every summer 


thousands of pilgrims from the Uni- 
ted States crowd to Nova Scotia, and 
visit Grand Pre because it is the scene 
of Longfellow's touching idyl. Truly, 
observes a writer in the Atlantic 
Monthly, these are not slight results 
from telling a story to a literary man, 
more than half a century ago.

The Cr- co.Mle's Strong Jaw. 


Sir Samuel Baker in his "Wild 


Beasts" says that the power of the 
jaws of the crocodile is terrific. Once 
he had the metal of a large hook, the 
thickness of ordinary telegraph wire, 
completely b^ut together, the barbed 
point being pressed tightly against the 
shank and rendered useless.- This com- 
pression was caused by the snap of the 
jaws when seizing a live duck which 
he had used as a bait, the hook being 
fastened beneath one wing. On one 
occasion he found a fish weighing sev- 
enty pounds bitten clean through as if 
divided by a knife. This, again, was 
the work of a snap from the jaws of a 
crocodile. 
M. Paul Bert once made 


experiments on the strength of a croc- 
odile's jaws by means of a dynamome- 
ter. 
He found that a crocodile weigh- 


ing 120 pounds exerted a force of 308 
pounds in closing his jaw. The lion 
has an enormous jaw power. On one 
occasion an African traveler pushed 
the butt end of his gun into a lion's 
mouth, and the pressure of the jaws 
cracked it as though it had been struck 
by a stearn hammer. 


The Awful Cnrll* Flub. 


A traveler in Venezuela gives an In- 


teresting descriptioa of the flsh of the 
Orinoco country. He says the party 
ritveral times came in contact with the 
carib flsh, which are the most ferocious 
Inhabitants of the water known. The 
fish are not over fourteen inches long, 
but they travel in schools. Their teeth 
are three cornered. Any living object 
which attracts their attention is at- 
tacked with fury. Mr. Tho'mpson tells 
of an Indian woman who entered the 
water to fill a bucket. She was at- 


( tacked by the fish and reached shore 


only, to die in fifteen minutes. The 
flesh was literally torn from her body. 
Mr. Dart, who was with Mr. Thomp- 
son, caught one of the fish and pulled 
it upon the bank. He held the carib 
under his foot while he pointed at the 
pecuiiar teeth with his finger. With a 
quick movement the carib flopped out 
from under Mr. Dart's foot and seized 
him by the finger, ctitting that member 
to the bone. The fish frequently have 
been known to bite ordinary fishhooks 
In two.

Civilization In Franca A. D. 1617. 
Marshal d'Ancre was assassinated 


In the streets of Vltry on April 24, 
1617. 
The people of France have al- 


ways been looked upon as fairly well 
civilized at that time. 
Yet this is 


what these civilized Frenchmen did. 
They dug up the corpse of D'Ancre, 
dragged it through the streets to the 
Pont Neuf, where they hung it up by 
the feet. Then it was dragged through 
the streets again to the Place de 
Greve. D'Ancre, or what was left of 
him, was dismembered and chopped to 
pieces, the crowds fighting for morsels 
of the "excommunicated Jew," as they 
called him. His entrails were thrown 
into the river, his ears were sold to 
the best burgher and what was left was 
burned In front of the statue of Henri 
IV. 
Most horrible of all, his heart 


was torn out, cooked and eaten by 
these human wolves. The next day 
the dead marshal's ashes were offered 
for sale on the streets, while his wife 
was accused of sorcery, dragged to the 
Bastille and her head hacked off. 


Progress of Dentistry. 


Though dentistry became a science 


under the hand of Professor Richard 
Owen as late as 1839, there are evi- 
dences that It was practiced in a crude 
way by the ancients. Herodotus refers 
to treatment of the teeth by the Egyp- 
tians, and evidences of attempts to 
supply artificial teeth have been dis- 
covered in ancient skulls and mum- 
mies. 
Galen was the first physician 


to speak of treatment of troublesome 
teeth, and Ambroise Pare, in his work 
on surgery in Io50, makes mention of 
the preservation of the teeth. 
It is 


only since the middle of the last cen- 
tury, however, that dentistry has be- 
come a branch of surgical science. Be- 
fore that time bad teeth were extract- 
' ed, and mere tooth drawing constitut- 
ed dentistry early in the nineteenth 
century. The first dental school in the 
United States was erected at Balti- 
more in 1839. In 1845 Cincinnati boast- 


1 ad of a similar institution, and in 1850 
a dental school was erected at Phila- 
delphia. 


A Gentleman of the Old School. 
Lady Dorothy Nevill in her reminis- 


cences tells a story of her father, a 
gentleman of the old school, "in nan- 
keen shorts, with white stockings and 
a brass buttoned blue coat, with big 
collar, over a beautifully embroidered 
waistcoat." But he swore, after the 
manner of the age. "He was traveling 
at night on the continent alone in a 
post chaise when the postboy, while 
passing through a forest, began to 
drive like a man anything but certain 
of his way. My father's wrath soon 
rose, and the explosion of strong lan- 
guage which issued from the carriage 
so alarmed the driver that, murmuring, 
'Je ne veux pas conduire le diable' (I 
will not drive the devil), he pulled up 
and, 
having expeditiously unfastened 


the traces, made off with his horses at 
a gallop. My father, I believe, passed 
the whole night aloue in the woods."

The government went into the 


cement business when it was held 
up by the cement trust in the con- 
struction of the Roosevelt dam in 
Arizona and has saved a large sum of 
money by it. Now if it goes into iron 
founding, it will have to use the elec- 
tric smelting process at the navy 
yaid on account of the smoke laws 
in the District, and this will bring 
into the equation the fact that the 
government has thousands of acres of 
good iron land that can be utilized 
for electric smelting and that have 
never been of any good for blast fur- 
nace purposes. 
If the government 


begins to make its own iron, better 
and cheaper than it can buy it from 
private concerns, the probability is 
that it may go into other lines of 
manufacture, and wiiile there ma> be 
two minds about the advantage of 
this sort of paternalism, there is no 
denying that it- opens up an interest- 
ing vista as to the possibilities of the 
case. 


Overcapitalization of Railroads 
Everyone is looking with intense 


interest for the letter of the President 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion demanding further light on the 
railroad 
situation 
with regard to 


overcapitalization and the actual val- 
ue of railroad properties. 
Some of 


the big interests in New York have 
gotten the idea that the letter will be 
a revelation and that it will signify 
the intention of the President to let 
up on his campaign of "trust bust- 
ing." 
Other people who have talked 


with the President, however, say that 
:he letter will show no deviation from 
his regular policy of fairness so far 
as it is possible to show it to all in- 
terests concerned. 
What the letter 


will call for is information. 
The 


President is a stockholder himself to 


moderate extent in a number of 


good railroad enterprises and in some 
that are not so good. But this is an- 
other story of his more youthful 
financieiing, and he tells it only for 
private consumption.

legislation.

called for by inventors and attorneys 
all over the country and the demand 
for these frequent!}' cannot be sup- 
plied, not because the edition is ex- 
hausted but because the records are 
so stored that it is impossible to get 
at the papers when they are wanted. 
The Commissioner of Patents and all 
of the attorneys interested are join- 
ing in the appeal and it is hoped that 
the money may be made available at 
the present session. 


Japanese Question 


It has been stated that the Japa- 


nese question was practically settled 
and that a feature would be incorpo- 
rated in the Immigration Bill pro- 
viding for the exclusion of Japanese 
from this country on the score of 
passports, and not nationality, and 
leaving the question of issuing pass- 
ports to the Japanese government it- 
self. 
But a hitch has occurred in 


the program and some of the large 
southern interests declare there must 
be nothing done to curtail the supply 
of cheap labor in this country. 
It 


was pointed out on the floor of the 
House last week that almost a fifth 
of the spindles in the Southern cot- 
ton mills were idle because of the 
scarcity of labor, and it was said 
there would be determined opposi- 
tion to the Immigration Bill if it 
proposed to do anything that would 
further curtail the supply. 


It has been suggested that Con- 


gress would be willing to pass the 
Japanese legislation wanted in the
